Mrs. Leonidas Hubbard's’ expedition 
which has not been heard of since it 
left the coast last June, is also feared 
to be lost. 

All authorities along the coast say

“lands early in August, and game almost 

unobtainable. 

It unlikely either expedition can

“SHOOTING SEEMED HOUR” 





Sick Sister Makes Pathetic 
Witness and the Case Goes 
to the Jury Today. 


The case of Norman Vaughn, ac. 
cused of killing Hayden Loring and 
Charged with manslaughter, will go to 
the jury Wednesday afternoon. 

The defense rested after the testimony 
of Vaughn in his own behalf had been 
heard Wednesday. 

Vaughn's statement was as follows: 

‘I was leaving my room to go to 
breakfast on the morning of Nov. 2, 
1964. My sisters, Oma and Della, were 
with me. Lomng was sitting at his 
desk in the rear of the hall. He called 
out: ‘O, Vaughan!’ I said ‘Good morn- 
ing, Mr. Loring.’ He said that I hadn't 
settled my bill and I told him that I 
had given the clerk two checks for the 
full amount the previous night. 

“He insisted that there was a balance 
of $1.60 due, but I[ told him that the 
amount of the discount which I was to 
receive for paying before a_ certain 
date. “hat 1s right,’ said my sister, 
Detia. 

‘*No, it's not right,’ said Loring. ‘I 
will put you and your family out if you 
don’t settle.’ I was walking towara 
him at the time. I told him that he 
would not put ine out and that I would 
not submit to bulldozing. 

This made him very aagry. He ad- 
vyaneed on me and said: ‘I'll show you. 
I'll not only put you out, but 1ll punch 
you in the jaw.’ 

“He pushed my sisters aside and 
struck me with his left hand and caught 
my throat with his right. 1 was no 
match for him. He pushed me to the 
dvor of my room. The bureau in which 
l Kept my revolver was just inside the 
door. I reached in and got the weapon 
and began to shoot. It seemed to me 
that J kept on shooting for an hour. 
Loring stl holding my throat and 
dragged me to the back of the hall near 
his desk, where he let go and fell to the 
jloor, 

“Tl went out the front door. My sis- 
ters accompanied me. but in my ex- 
citement I did not see them and l 
thought I might have shot them or my 
mother. I had no idea what had hap- 
pened until I became more calm. When 
I learned that the members of my fam- 
ily were safe I went downtown and sur- 
rendered to John H. Holmes, who turnew 


me over to the police.” 

His testimony was not shaken by 
cross examination. He sajd that neither 
Balthasser or Tandy, witnesses for the 
prosecut’on, was in the hall when the 
shooting occurred. 

Invalid Bright Witness. 


Oma May Vaughan, the 15-year-old in- 
valid sister of Norman Vaughan, proved 
to be one of the brightest little girls 
that ever ocupiled the witness stand !n 
the Criminal Court. 

Her story of the killing, of which she 
was an eye-witness, was related in a 
manner which would do eredit to a much 
older person. Although wa‘ting from 
consumption Oma went through the or- 
dea} of a most vigorous cross-examina- 
tior with as much ease and grace as 
though she were at home talking to 
little zirl fnends. She was on the stand 
the greater part of an hour Tuesday 
evening. : 

Only once did Oma show any sign of 
strain. When she took her seat among 
the spectators after ieaving the witness 
stand, she buried her head on her sister 
Delia’s shvouider and wept as only a 
child can. 

‘Brother and sister and I were jus’ 
leaving our tuv.. .o go to breakfast 
when Mr. Loring called to brother from 
the rear part of the hall to settle his 
bill,’ she said. ‘Brother replied that he 
hud given Mr, Lworing’s ¢lerk a check 
for the full amount of our. bili, and Mr. 
Loring said there was still $1.60 due, 

“Brother started back to where Mr, 
Loring was sitting, saying there must 
be some mistake, and Mr. Loring got 
up from his chalr and advancting to- 
ward Lrother said, ‘If you don’t pay the 
balance I'l put you and your family 
out.’ Brother made seme reply which 1 
did not hear, and then Mr. Loring 
doubied up his tist and struck brother 
in the iuce. Then he grabbed brother 
by the neck and choked him, at the 
same time forcing him back toward the 
door leading to our room. : 

“IT begged Mr. Loring. not to hurt 
brother, put he pushed me aside and I 
ran into another room, where my moth- 
er was. ; 

‘I could see brother and Mr. Loring 
struggling on the threshold of the door 
ieading to our room when I ran into 
mother’s room, and a moment later I 
heard five shots. I ran from mother's 
room into the front room and saw 
brother still standing on the threshold 
of the door, I did not see Mr. Loring

a scene in the courtroom by addressing 
threatening remarks to Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Jones, which were loud 
enough to be heard by Mr. Jones Once 
Judge Vaughan raised his gold-headel 
cane above his head and Mr. Jones 
asked Judge Bishop for protection.

Great Activity of Revolution- 
aries Reported—American 


Consul Threatened. 
VICTORIA, Nov. §8.—Telegrams 
from Pekin to Japanese papers say 
movements to overthrow the present 
Chinese dynasty are developing with in- 
credible rapidity. On Oct. 16 a portion 
of Pekin was closed. Foreigners were 
allowed to pass the guarded gates but 
natives were closeiy scrutinized. Great 
activity of revolutionaries is reported 
from several sections. 

A Shanghai paper says a panic exists 
at ‘Tientsin among native’ § servants, 
many of whom are leaving foreign em- 
ploy owing to the trouble that is ex- 
pected. 

Advices from Pekin published by 
Jaipanese vernacular papers received by 
the Empress of China state that when 
the KEmpress Dowager of China re- 
turned hastily from her summer 
palace because of the bomb out- 
rage at Pekin, she summoned the Em- 
peror and asked what he knew of the 
outrage, whereupon the Emperor show- 
ed much confusion. 

At a signal from the Empress a party 
of guards appeared and led the Em- 
peror to a hall where he has been since 
confined, no one having access to him 
and food being thrust in through a win- 
dow. The Hochi Shimbun says the Em- 
peror occasionally raises shrieks like 
those of a lunatic.
